Step hen OXirady, who is rep orting 
ibe Bill Rndolp h murder trial at Un­ 
ion. Mo., for the St. Louis Rep ublic, 
had the following rep ort of Tuesday’s 
p roceeding s: 
The story of the robbery of the Un­ 
ion bank and the sujjsequent murder 
of Charles Schumacher, a Pinkerton 
detective, was retold in the trial of 
Bill Rudolp h, which beg an here todny. 
The crowd, mostly women, p acked 
îîie courtroom all day. and so intense 
was the interest that nearly everyone 
-iood up during the entire p roceed­ 
ing . 
There is not a calmer p erson in the 
courtroom 
than 
Rudolp h 
himself. 
While his p artner, 
Georg e Collins, 
awaiting the death p enalty, is amus­ 
ing his fellow-p risoners 
by sing ing 
coon song s in the county jail across 
the street, Rudolp h is sitting at his 
own trial for life, one of the most un­ 
interested and unconcerned p ersons at 
the bar. 
Like one sits p leased at the rendi­ 
tion of an op era, Rudolp h occup ies a 
chair near the judg e’s bench, listen­ 
ing to the damag ing testimony g iven 
ag ainst him, and ap p arently oblivious 
that the stones told to the jury may 
mean his death within a month. 
The State beg an its ex amination of 
witnesses this morning , after a most 
unique motion by the defendant’s at­ 
torneys had been quashed. 
An effort 
was made to annul the p roceeding s 
on the g round that Rudolp h was ar­ 
rested on information filed by 
the 
county attorney, instead of by indict­ 
m ent 
The defense based p art of its 
arg ument on a treaty made l>etween 
France and the Ig nited States after 
the p urchase of the Ix )uisiana territory 
in 18 03. 
The line of p rosecution in the Ru­ 
dolp h case is ex actly the same aus fol­ 
lowed by the county p rosecutor in the 
trial of Georg e Collins. The first wit­ 
ness was Oscar Busch, who lives on a 
comer diag onally op p osite the bank 
where Rudolp h and Collins are alleg ed 
to have blowm op en the safe and stolen 
between $14,000 and $15,000. 
Busch 
told of being awakened by the ex p lo­ 
sion and • of seeing the men dep art, 
after securing the booty. 
Georg e D. Charlesworth, a.ssistant 
sup erintendent of the Pinkerton ag en­ 
cy at Chicag o, but formerly of the St. 
Louis ag ency, ex p lained to the jury 
how he detailed Schumacher on the 
Unio n bank robbery case and how 
Schumacher had traced the crime to 
Stanton, Franklin county, which wms 
the home of Bill Rudolp h’s father. 
Charles Browm, who has known Ru­ 
dolp h for many years, told of Schu­ 
macher’s arriving at Stanton, 
and 
g ave testimony relative to the meth 
ods emp loyed by Schumacher in fast­ 
ening the crime up on Rudolp h and his 
p artner, Collins. 
Geo rg e Schumcke said that Schu 
macher had taken him into his co nfi­ 
dence, and had asked him to acco m­ 
pany him o n a jo urney to the Rudo lph 
ho me. Ostensibly , he. said, they went 
o n a hunting trip, but Schumacher's 
real purpo se was to g ain access to the 
Rudo lph ho me. 
They went to the 
ho use, be said, and Schumacher asked 
fo r a g lass o f water. 
Rudo lph’s sis­ 
ter, Nellie, 
g av e it 
to him. 
Then 
Schumacher asked the g irl 
if she 
wo uld pro v ide dinner fo r them. 
Nel­ 
lie Rudo lph co nsulted her bro ther, and 
Bill Rudo lph came to the do o r. 
‘nro u can hav e dinner, g entlemen," 
said Rudo lph, "but y o u will hav e to 
deliv er y o ur g uns at the do o r." 
This request was g ranted, and Schu­ 
macher and Schumcke went inside. 
After the detectiv e and his co mpanio n 
left the ho use, Schumacher was co n­ 
fident that he had lo cated the rig ht 


nu*n, and secured the assistance of 


I he county officials in org anizing 
a 
p osse. 
This p osse included 
D. 
L. 
Vedder, Frank Tichenor, Emanuel Cro­ 
mer and Schumacher. 
Vedder and Tichenor were p laced on 
the stand during the afternoon, and 
they rep eated the story of the killing 
of Schumacher, 
The p osse ap p roach­ 
ed the house, 
said Tichenor, 
and 
knocked for admittance. 
While they 
were standing at one door, Rudolp h 
and Collins emerg ed from another and 
demanded that they hold up 
their 
hands. 
Tichenor says that the p ris­ 
oners immediately op ened fire, direct­ 
ing their aim at Schumacher. 
After 
the detective fell, mortally w'onnded. 
the other members of the p osse were 
forced to flee by R\idolnh and Collins, 
wiio kep t up a constant fire. 
The State has .several witnesses to 
ex amine tomorrow’, and the defense 
has summoned the members 
of the 
Rudolp h family, althoug h the nature 
of their testimony has been disclosed. 
!t will p robably be two more days be­ 
fore the case g oes to the jury.

Missouri Pacific fast niail train No. 
7 , which arrived here one hour late, 
at 8 :50 o’clock, this morning , had a 
narrow' escap e from a serious acciden 
at a p oint three-quarters of a mile 
w’ost of New Haven, which town Is 67 
miles west of St. Loui.s, while bowling 
along at a sp eed of something like 
forty miles an hour. 
“Jack” M. Sp ang ler was the con 
ductor in charg e of the train, with En 
g ineer Marvin at the throttle of en­ 
g ine No. 1119. 
The train does not stop at New Ha 
ven, and was on time to the second 
w’hen it sp eeded throug h there 
Three-quarters of a mile further 
west a hug e rock had rolled down up ­ 
on the track, and it was not seen by 
Eng ineer Marvin in time to bring the 
train to standstill. 
The air was ap p lied, however, and 
the sp eed of the train w'as materially 
slackened, but not sufficiently so to 
p revent a collision. 
The eng ine ran into the boulder, but 
fortunately only the p ony trucks of 
the eng ine were derailed, althoug h the 
p asseng ers in the one coach received 
a shaking up that convinced them that 
something out of the ordinary had oc­ 
curred. 
The derailment w^as not a bad one, 
and it was not necessary to send for 
a wTecking crew\ 
Instead, the train crew' set to work 
with a will, and inside of an hour the 
p ony trucks were ag ain back on the 
rails, when the journey westward w^as 
resumed, 
each 
and every 
p erson 
aboard truly thankful that a more se­ 
rious accident had been averted.
